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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosuns Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the Search Report is not considered to be an 
information disclosure statement (IDS) complying with 37 CFR 1.98. 37 CFR 1.98(a)(2) 
requires a legible copy of: (1) each foreign patent; (2) each publication or that portion 
which caused it to be listed; (3) for each cited pending U.S. application, the application 
specification including claims, and any drawing of the application, or that portion of the 
application which caused it to be listed including any claims directed to that portion, . 
unless the cited pending U.S. application is stored In the Image File Wrapper (IFW) 
system; and (4) all other information, or that portion which caused it to be listed. In 
addition, each IDS must include a list of all patents, publications, applications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office (see 37 CFR 1.98(a)(1) and (b)), 
and MPEP § 609.04(a), subsection I. states, "the list ... must be submitted on a 
separate paper."

Therefore, the first, the second 
and the third electrical signals must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

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Specification 

4. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction 
of the following is required: the first electrical signal, the second electrical signal, the 
third electrical signal, the drive apparatus, and the feedback apparatus. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-9 and 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. 

The specification is moot with respect to what exactly is being considered as the 
first, the second and the third electrical signals. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
states. 
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8. Claims 1-5, 9 and 1 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Haining (US 5,440,176). 

Haining discloses invention as claimed: electrical turbines 103 adapted to be 
driven by tidal water movement to generate a first electrical signal or feedback 
apparatus (see column 1, lines 55-64), and at least one drive means apparatus located 
remotely from the or each said turbine for receiving the or each at least one said first 
electrical signal, controlling the speed of rotation of the or each said turbine to adjust the 
efficiency thereof, and outputting at least one second electrical signal to supply 
electrical power generated by the turbines (see column 1, lines 55-64 and column 2, 
lines 27, 43). 

Re claims 11-15, Haining discloses the system as claimed. Claims 1 1-15 that 
merely recite the disclosed features together are inherent to the disclosed structure. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claims 6- 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Haining (US 5,440,176) in view of O'Sullivan et al. (US 2003/0218338). 

Haining discloses the system essentially as claimed. However, Haining does not 
disclose the AC/DC converter apparatus for receiving the electrical signal and outputting 
DC signals to the drive apparatus. 
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O'Sullivan et al. disclose an electrical turbine 120, 130 having an AC/DC 
converter 150, or 430 receiving frequency and power signals 135 and 155 for the 
purpose of extracting maximum power from the turbines for all practical velocities of 
water flow. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to design the system as taught by Haining and to provide the 
AC/DC converter receiving frequency and power signals as taught by O'Sullivan et al. 
for the purpose of extracting maximum power from the turbines for all practical velocities 
of water flow. 

Prior Art
